The Post-DISPATCH to-day publishes a vast 
amount of the testimony taken before the last 
Grand Jury, relative to the gamblers’ ring and 
police scandals. The testimony of Messrs. White, 
Tutt, Green and Kinkead is peculiarly interest- 
ing. The Governor of the State is shown up in 
the most unenviable light. But the earn 
speaks for itself. 


E. J. White. 

E. J. White, being duly sworn, testified as fol-. 
lows: My nameis E. J. White, Lama practic- 
ing attorney in this city. 

Q.—Mr. White, we would like to hear what you 
have to say; if you can state consistently with 
your duties as an attorney, concerning interviews 
you had with Gov. Crittenden concerning the first 
resignation of Mr. Kinkead? A.—With reference 
to my interview with Gov, Crittenden there is 
nothing at all that I care to conceal: I am under 
no professional obligation to conceal anything 
which passed between Gov. Crittenden and my- 
self; he is not my client, conseqently I have noth- 
ing to withhold at all. 

Q.—Did you see that first resignation; was such 
aresignation brought to you by Dr. Vincil, and 
1 think it was Dr. Lewis? A.—I don’t know that 
either of these gentlemen brought that resigna- 
tion tome; presume you refer to one which I 
have understood was said to have been held by 
McChesney? 

Q.—Yes, sir, thatis the one? A.—The first time 
I ever saw that resignation it was shown me in my 
office -by McChesney. 

Q.—Will you please state the circumstances of 
that—first, when was that? A.—Well, to the best 
of my recollection—I cannot recollect the date 
exactly—I can tell you about, [think It was in 
May, it was either in May or about the first of 
June. I cannot place it exactly, but it was about 
that date. I will tell you the circumstances of it; 
of course I am privileged to tell you anything 
that concerns Mr. McChesney, or any one else 
except my client. 

Q.—Yes, sir? Witness—Mr. McChesney met me 
in my office a few days prior to the time of which 
I have just spoken; I had known who 
the man was before. I had no. ac 
quaintance with him but knew his 
name was McChesney. He said to me. in effect, 
that he wished to see me, and haa called at my 
office for that purpose. I tola him that I was go- 
ing over tothe court-room then, and was busy; 
he said that he would call again. I stated to him 
I would be in betWeen 9 and 10 the next morning 
—I think that was what I stated to him; he aid 
not call the next morning, but called several days 
after. My door opened; I don’t think my office 
boy was in my office; I think I was entirely alone 
—in fact, 1’m quite sure I was. McChesney came 
m, and stated to me that J would perhaps be sur- 
prised at what he was about to saytome. I don’t

Kinkead’s resignation, which I told him I denied 
at the time, that whatever Mr. Kinkead had done 
was probably done in good faith; that he had act- 
ed inaiscreetly, that was all he had done. He 
spoke about how it would cost Mr. Kinkead his 
reputation, dad lots of that stuff, and I told him I 
didn’t care about that; thatif he had done that, 
$et the worla know it; and he spoke further about 


+ the fact of his going before the Grand Jury unless 


Mr. Kinkead stepped down and out. - I statedto 
jim that Mr. Kinkead would not acquiesce in any 
‘demand that he made, and so far as his threats 
were concerned he was at liberty to do what he 
pleased. I defied him to injure Mr. Kinkead in 
any manner. He then statea that he would go 
before the Grand Jury and state these facts. Il 
‘said, ‘Go before the Grand Jury; sofaras that 
is concerned I guess the Grand Jury wil investi- 
gate the matter, and thefe willbe some things 
shown that you would not like to have shown.” 
He seemed to be exasperated. and leftin that 
frame of mind. There were other statements 


pmade of that character, but Ido not remember 


them. 

Q.—He said he would ruin his 
tion? A.—Yes, sir. I think he_ stated in 
the letter that he wrote to Mr. 
Kinkead that he didn’t wish to expose his 
character. He stated to me that it would ruin 
Mr. Kinkead’s reputation if this thing became 
kpown, ana I remember then to have asked him 
when this resignation was placed in his hands— 
when he became possessed of it; and he stated 
that it was placed in his hands before Mr. Kink- 
ead’s appointment. I then said to him: “How 
does this resignation come to be dated In 1883 
when Mr. Kinkead was appointed some two years 
before that?” “Well,” said he, “that is all right; 
it is dated 1883.” “Then, how d6és it come that 
the date of the month was. scratchea out?’ I; 
was plain to be seen that some date had been

Q.—Let me interrupt you right there: Dia you 
indicate to him that doing that would bea forg- 
ery? A.—I don’t know tnat I did then, 

Q.—Well, then, proceed. A.—I don’t know that 
I did then, sir. I think I examined that after- 
wards. I think that I did argue with him 4fter- 
wards. Idon’t recollect of stating that té him 
then, but I stated to him that that was not thé res- 
ignation which Alexander Kinkead placed in his 
hands, and if it was his resignation at all it. was 
after Alexander Kinkead ever signed a paper of 
which 1 had any knowledge, except what hé told 
me at that time. But I bad Mr. Kinkead’s signa- 
ture to some papers which I had with mein my 
office. 
that afterwards, to be perfectly sure, | triea to get 
him to come to my office and get him to show me 
that paper again for the purpose of compar- 
ing it with this signature, and for that pur- 
pose I dropped him a note a day or two 
after that to call at my office; he did not, however, 
call, but requested me to call at his office; which, 
however, ‘I did not do; that was the end of Mr. 
McChesney’s matter. 

Q.—Do you know whether that letter McChesney 
sent to Kinkead Is stillin existence? A.—I have 
seen that letter and I apprehend it ‘ia, sir; I have 
seen the original as well asa copy which he 
showed me; I soppose both arein existence; the 
original anyway. He camein and showed mea 
letter and showed the alleged resignation. 

Q.—And threatened that he would forward it to 
the Governor if Kinkead didn’t do certain things? 
A.—Yes, sir, 

Q.—If he didn’t resign? A.—That was it, sir. 

Q.—Do you reinember what grievance he had? 
Did he state specifically any grievance. he had 
against Mr. Kinkead? A.—Yes, sir,since you have 
called my attention to that I will state that I have 
omitted to state that he stated something to me 
about the stables; I don’t know about which 
stables; some stables of the Police Board,I be- 
lieve, of which a man by the name of Faulkner 
had charge;it was something with reference to 
the putting out of Faulknerand the putting of 
some one else in, I didn’t charg@ my memory par- 
ticularly with that; he seemed anxious to have Kin- 
kead out of there for some purpose of his own, 
and 1 remember of him having spoken of that and 
also of Kinkead’s refusal to havea manby the 
name of Stiles put in as Chief of Detectives; that 
seemed to be his grievance. 


Q.—And for that matter he was disappointed in 
Mr. Kinkead? A.—Yes, sir; that is what he 
seemed to say. He said Kinkead had not come 
up to his expectations. That he ought to have 
seen that these things were best to be done, and 
that he hadn’t done them, and that he had in- 
currea his displeasure. 

(y.—Was the body of the alleged resignation in 
Mr. Kinkead’s own handwriting? A.—I think 
not, Mr. Lodge; infact, I may say that [ am 
quite sure from my knowledge of his handwrit- 
ing that the body of the resignation was not in 
his handwriting; the signature Was. 

Q.—Did you examine that close enough to ‘see 
that the date that had been written in there was 
in the same handwriting as the body of the res- 
ignation? A.—My impression is it was; I would 
not swear to that. There had been an erasure 
there. It wasa blotted thing by reason of the 
erasure and the second ink having done it. I 
don’t think I can speak clearly as to that. You 
asked me just now whether I called bis attention 
to the fact that the document was a forgery and I 
told you at the time that I did not recollect. My 
recollection is refreshed now. I did call his at- 
tention to the fact towards the last of this conver- 
sation, and this resignation having been dated in 
1883, and to the fact of his having stated to me 
that it was placed in his hands before Alexander 
Kinkead became a Police Commissioner. Then it 
was I asked him how it was this resignation came 
to be dated 1883 if it was placed in his hands two 
years before; he had previously stated to me that it 


I didn’t think of it at the time, but I know- 


was placed in his hands before I stated to him 
that he had stated so not five mmutes before, and 
told him he could not deny it to me then. He 
stated that he haa, and I then looked at the mat- 
ter to see if there was not a statute covering the 
offense; it occurred to me there was. I didn’t 
fee] sure there was until I examinea it further, 
not being a criminal lawyer myself. 


Q.—Now you may state what you know in con- 
nection with Gov. Crittenden, concerning this 
matter. A.—The first Isaw of Gov. Crittenden 
was about the 8th day of July, of this year, ona 
Saturday. Dr. Lewis came to my office that morn- 
ing, rather excited; he seemed very much wor- 
ried, He said that he had gotten a letter from 
Dr. Vincil or Gov. Crittenden, I don’t know which, 
to meet the writer of the letter. He said that he 
didn’t know what they wanted to see him about. 
I think he had gotten a letter from Goy. Critten- 
den or Dr. Vincil to meet Dr. Vincil and Critten- 
den. He told me he didn’t know what they 
wanted to see him about. He then told me of 
having got this photographed copy of Kinkead’s 
resignation, and supposed it was in reference to 
that, and asked me if I knew anything about it. 
While he was there, talking, Mr. Kinkeaa 
came in, and, directly afterwards Dr. 
Vincil came in. They were all there 
at my office, Dr. Vinciland Dr. Lewis, my im 
pression is, were to meet the Governor at the 
Southern Hotel; anyway, they asked me to walk 
around there with them, and at their request I 
did so, they statingto me atthe time that they 
preferred that I would see the Governor myself 
and say anythingthat wastobe said that con- 
cerned them atall; that I knew all that they knew 
about it and what they had done and all about it. 
I went with them tothe Southern Hotel and met 
Gov. Crittenden, and I think afterwards they left 
me, and Gov, Crittenden and I went up staire in 
the parlor of the Southern Hotel, and Gov. Crit- 
tenden there stated to me—he broached the sub- 
ject of the resignation of Mr. Kinkead’s Police 
Commissionership—tnat this resignation had been 
forwarded to him, and that Mr. Kinkead had de- 
nounced it as aforgery; that he had notified Mr. 
McChesney of the fact, and that McChesney had 
threatened to institute criminal proceedings 
against Kinkead and prosecute him for saying 
that it was a forgery or something of that kind, I 
don’t remember his exact words. He stated, 
however, that the case was in that shape, andne 
apprehended that McChesney would make some 
noise about the matter, and to settle all matters 
he thought it was best for Mr. Kinkead to step 
down and out. Ithen told Gov. Crittenden that 
there was no question in my mind, and, in fact, it 
was not denied by Mr. Kinkead, that he had left 
his blank resignation with McUnesney, supposing 
that it was the Governor’s wish that it 
should be done, as he was told at the 
time that he was leaving it forthe Governor, and 
for the Governor’s use, I told Gov. Crittenden 
that there was no question in the world but that 
that was Mr. Kinkead’s signature to that paper, 
but that it had been changed, had become a forg- 
ery by reason of the change; that Mr. Kinkead 
did not agree to resign at the time he received 
this letter from McChesney. This brought up 
the conversation that occurred between McChes- 
ney and myself. I told Gov. Crittenden all about 
it and that Mr. Kinkead did not want to resign at 
that time, leaving itto appear that McChesney 
forced him to it by threats of exposure. Gov. Crit- 
tenden said that McChesney would push this 
thing and make it come out and it might put him 
ina bad light. I said to him then thatif he forced 
him to resign that Mr. Kinkead would be com- 
\pelied.te.come out with the exposure of the 
‘whole matter, and that the probability wotild be 
that it would nurt him more in that way than any- 
thing McChesney would do. We talked over it in 
that way, he still demanding that Kinkead senda 
in his resignation, and I told him that it would 
not be done. Finally, after talking in a more 
pacificatory tone, he agreed to do nothing further 
about it, but to let it rest where it was until some- 
thing further occurred, and I left him with that 
understanding. Nearly 6 o’clock that evening. 
just as I was leaving my office, Gov. Crittenden 
came in. I was alone at thetime and he toid me 
that he had thought over the matier and that he 
had come to the conclusion that unless Mr. Kin- 
kead sent in his resignation immediately that he 
would be forced to accept the resigna- 
tion which was in his hands; that 
he was thoroughly convinced that that 
was the position for him to take and that 
he should do that. I then said to him that that 
was not Mr. Kinkead’s signature,and that the 
fact had been made known to him by Mr. Kin- 
kead; that there could be no question in the world 
that that was no more the resignation of Alex- 
ander Kinkead than a blank piece of paper; that 
I didn’t think he should accept the resignation 
under such circumstances. He said he should, 
unless Mr. Kinkead should immediately forward 
his resignation. I said: “Mr. Critteuden, very 


well, it that is your ultimatum, then Mz. Kinkead 


will be forced to publish a statement of the whole 
matter; you cannot put himin a false light; it is 
true, that this resignation in its original con- 
dition was left with McChesney for you—not for 
McChesney’s use; thatif Kinkead had taken a 
wrong position let the world know it.” He. then 
seemed to think over it awhile, and finally I said 
why notlet his resignation be sentin to take 
effect from the ist of January. “No,” said he, 
“that won’t be done; that is too long; I cannot do 
that,” said he. “I will tell you what Iwill do. I 
will let it take effect on the ist of October.” I don’t 
pretend to tell you every word. I’m giving you 
the facts. Itold him that we didn’t agree todo 
that, and I then proposed that he agcept it, to date 
from the 1st of November. He thought for a 
while, and said no; he would not do 
that; he could not run that long. Well, 
we talked some time over it, and I told 
him that Mr. Kinkead certainiy could not afford 
to have the thing get out that way without any 
explanation besides. I said further to him that 
Mr. Kinkead was a poor man, andI presume had 
made no provisions for any other business at the 
time. I was not speaking from knowledge, and 
that it was not right to shove him out that way 
without giving him some warning. We talked 
over the matter, and finally I suggested to him to 
split the difference and let his resignation take 
effect on the first of October. He studied over 
that a little white and finally agreed to it. I then 
told him that I would tell Mr. Kinkead the con- 
versation that took place between us and let him 
(Crittenden) Know what Kinkead’s ultimatum 
was—whether Mr. Kinkead would sena forward 
his resignation to take effect the first day of Oc" 
tober or not. Crittenden then said: “You'll let 
me know to-morrow, will you not?” I said; “To 
morrow is Sunday, Governor Crittenden, and I 
cannot let you know to-morrow.” “Well,” said 
he, “Monday, then.” Said I: “I will write you 
Monday ; you will probably get my letter Tuesday 
morning.” He then left, and Monday night I, in- 
stead of writing Governor Crittenden as I had ex- 
pected todo when [ parted yooh him, left St. 
Louis myself with Alexander Kinkead’s resigna- 
tion in my pocket, end went to Jefferson City and 
handed itto the Governor in person. That was 
somewhere about 9 or 9:30 o’clock the following 
Tvesday morning.. I said Monday some time ago 
but it was Tuesday. I called back, by appoint- 
ment with him, about 11 o’ciock, or a little after, 
and he then handed me bis acceptance of Mr. 
Kinkead’s resignation. I returned to St. Louis

Thomas E. Tutt. 


Thomas E. Tutt, being duly sworn, testifies: My 
name is Thomas E. Tutt, lam President of the 
Third National Bank of this city. 


Q.—Are you acquainted with Gov. Thomas Tf. 
Crittenden of this State? A.—I am. 

Q.— We wish to ask you some questions con- 
cerning your knowledge, if any you have, of the 
appointment of Police Commissioners and the 
contemplated appointment of Mr. Green as Police 
Commissioner of this city; do you know anything 
about the facts?. A.—I will say, gentlemen, that 
the time Mr. Green was intended to be appointed 
as we supposed, Gov. Crittenden and myself were 
on very good terms. 1 think it was a week there- 
after we had a difficulty, and I hardly think that 
it would be right to make apy statement of mat- 
ters that occurred during our friendship. I know 
nothing since, and I would rather be excused 
from answering the question. 

By a jurer: Q.—Thts matter has come up in 
this way, in the line of testimony that has been 
given us by others, and I will say frankly to you 
that to the Grand Jury thisis a very inpleasant 
duty, asking you to come and give that 
which is not voluntarily given: but in the Interest 
of justice in pursuance of this examination we ask 
you to testify. Itisachainin other words, and 
may lead up to other cvidence. A.—If my rela- 
tions with Gov. Crittenden were of the same 
character they were at that time [{ shouid not 
hesitate to answer any question that this body 
sheuld see proper to put to me, but under the 
circuinstances I think I would be violating con- 
fidence, and I’d rather not do it. 

Q.—The question which we ask you, and te 
which we solicit your answer, is whether you 
Know anything about Mr. Crittenden desiring 
blank resignations of any of these gentlemen be- 
fore he appointed them? A.—I can only answer 
that question by saying that I bad heard a great 
deal said on that subject. The impression was 
general that he did, or expected it. 

Q.—Did you, at his instance, solicit or request 
blank resignations of Mr, Green or Mr. Boland 
prior to their appointment or contemplated ap- 
pointment, for the use of Gov. Crittenden? A.— 
I would rather not answer that question, for the 
reasons [ have just stated. 

Q.—You see that it amppertains to a 
matter of public importance, and while 
these matters are always more or less 
unpleasant as affecting individuals, it is your 
duty toanswer. A.—I can only say that I be- 
leve, from what I have heard from third parties, 
that these blank resignations were required. 
That is all I know. 

Q.—Are you notable to give the names of the 
third parties from whom you heard it? A.—Well, 
Icannot say now that I can refer to any par- 
ticular individual. I think the thing was pretty 
fairly discussed in the papers. 

Q.—Did you ever have any conversation on that 
subject with Gov. Crittenden? A.—lI’d rather not 
answer. 

Q.—Mr. Tutt, I suggest that what you said is 
liable to leave the impression on the minds of the 
jury, that there was such a conversation; tell us 
when that conversation was? A.—I would 
rather be excused. You understand that I have 
made it a rule in life never to violate confidence, 
and asitis, you see gentlemen, it would be ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant to state anything in regard 
to Gov. Crittenden. I have not seen the Governor 


in two years, and I have only seen him once sinea 


that difficulty between us. I think Iam doing 
just what my conscience tells me is right 


in regard to this matter. Of course, you gentle- 
men can ask any questions, you please about 
what occurred, but it is hardly presumable that 
I would go te Mr. Green and state that such and 
such things were required unless I had to do it. 
Thatis the only answerI can give tothat. I 
think it covers the whole case. 

Q.—I think this is afair statement of the mat- 
ter. Inthe first place nothing that you ever 
stated directly or indirectly, so far as we have 
heard, has led to your being called here. You are 
not here violating any confidence. You are here 
merely to state facts that came to your knowledge 
in the line of your connection with the Governor, 
not because you want to volunteer any statement 
but because you arecalled on to state it. 
A.—There arecertain things in connection with 
my friendly relations with Gov. Crittenden that 
are inviolable and I suppose you have a higher 
estimate of those things than a majority of men, 
but I am conscientious in this andjI would prefer 
to state nothing further than I have stated; I pre- 
sume Mr. Green knows the facts. 

Q.—There is no use of this thing under the 
circumstances. You are an old eitizen here. I 
have knowD you for the ‘last 
twenty-eight years and you have the 
reputation of being an honest gentleman, now 
why don’t you come before this jury and state 
anything you know in regard to this case, that 
may have any bearing, so far as yourself is con 
cerned? I know that. We are simply seeking in- 
formation in a certain direction, and we can only 
gct that from such a gentleman as youare. There- 
fore you should not hold back, if anything has oc- 
curred, but if anything has occurred just say se 
likeaman. A—Thisis not a question about my- 
self; the question is with regard to violating a 
private conversation. I don’t think it would be 
right for me to do that; I have nothing in the 
world to conceal so far as Iam concerned, ana I 
don’t propose to shield Governor Crittenden, If 
there is anything wrong about It I suppose you 
have all the testimony you want. I will say this: 
I fulty believé that he did demand resignations, 
I don’t know how many. Ihave heard it stated 
that he did demand resignations and I have no 
doubt of it. 

Q—Can you tell us somebody that knows some- 
thing about it?

Q.—And we have to rely on men of your char- 
acter to get at the bottom facts. A.—Yes, sir. I 
am opposed to violating any trust that may have 
been considered private at the time, and this was 
so, and I’d prefer not making any statement. 

Mr. Wainwright suggested that Mr. Tutt retire 
to the ante-room. Onthereturn of the witness 
the following questions were asked: 

Q.—Mr. Tutt, the jury has considered the state- 
ments you have made in regard to your position 
in this matter, and they do not see that in the line 
of public duty, Which they are sworn to perform, 
why they should make an exception in your case,

Q.—Is that this lawyer Turner? A.—No, sir— 
Wm. H. Lee, Charles Green, and I recommended

(Mr. Wainwright here suggested that the main 
guestjon be asked the witness, and Mr. Lodge 
propounded the following :] 

G.—In order to get your gnswer or your posi- 
tion, Mr. Tutt, I will ask you the questions the 
Grand Jury desire to know. Did you ever have 
any conversation with Gov. Crittenden concern- 
ing his appointment of Police Commissioners here 
in St. Louis? A.—Yes, sir; I aid. ° 

Q.—Did you have more than one such conversa- 
tion? A.—Not in regard to the appointments. 
We had many in regard to governing the city of 
St. Louis, and he knew my views very fully on 
that subject. 

Q.— Where did these conversations take place? 
A.—Here in St. Louis and elsewhere; one of them 
occurred at my house one night he spent with 
me, and the others in Jefferson City. 

Q.—And you recommended the names you have 
stated? A.—I recommended ‘the names of ten or 

twelve of the best citizens of St. Louis. 

Q.—Was Morgan Boland among them? A.—No, 
sir. 

Q,—In any of the conversations you had with 
Gov. Crittenden, with reference to the appoint- 
ment of Police Commissioners, was anything said 
| by him, or yourself, or both of you, in regard to 
exacting or requiring blank resignations of any 
persons to be appointed, before they would be 
appointed? A.—I had rather not answer that 
question, sir. It is covered by the private inter- 
view we had. 

Q.—Do you refuse to answer, Mr. Tutt? A.—I 

do, sir. 
- Q.—Did Gov. C. ever say to you, directly or in- 
directly—that is to you personally or to you 
through another—anytbing which would lead you 
to receive blank resignations of any persons who 
were to be appointed to that place or who were 
seeking appointments to that place? A.—I de- 
Cline to answer that question, sir. 

Q.—Did you ever ask any person to place in 
your hands blank resignations before they should 
be appointed to Police Commissionerships in the 
city of St. Louis? A.—I did, sir. 

Q.—Whom did you ask for such? A.—Charles 
Green and Mr. Boland. 

e Q.— At whose instance, if an yone, did you seek 
those resignations? A.—I decline to answer that 
question. 

Q.—What did you propose to do with those resig- 
nations? A.—Well, sir, I presume that if they had 
been signed they would be returned to Jefferson 
City. 

+ Q.—In the custody of the Governor of the State? 
A.—I presume they would have gone there. That 
was the purpose. 

Q.—You didn’t seek them for yourself or to file 
away or to be used, did you? “A.—No, sit, not in- 
dividually. | 

Q.—If they had been signed you woula have 
sent themto the Governor at Jefferson City, I 
suppose. A.—I would, sir. I had no use for 
them. 

Q.—Then what was the purpose for which you 
sought them? A.—I had rather not answer that, 
sir. 

Q.—Can you state whether you ever suggested, 
ef your own free willana your own volition, the 
idea of getting these resignations from anybody 
appointed or about to be appointed as Police 
Commissioners? A,.—I don’t think the thing ever 
originated in my brain. 

Q@.—You never remember to have made any 
such suggestion to any person that bas originated 
from yourself? A,—I don’t think I did, sir. I 
have no recollection of it. I will include in that 
the Governor of the State. 

Q.—Can you recollect any other persons with 
whom youever talked asking for such resigna- 
tion? A.—No, sir. I think there were no others. 

Q.—You did not from any others? A.—NoO, sir; 
there could not be any other, because Governor 
Crittenden and myself were separated about a 
week after his inauguration, simply because I 
didn’t think he was giving us the proper men here 
to administer the affairs of our ciiy. 

Q.—And you were acting in this instance so far 
as you are individually concerned as a citizen for 
the best interests of the city? A.—I was, sir. 

Q.—Any suggestions you ever made to any of 
these individuals was not for your personal inter- 
est? A.—Nota particle, sir. 

Q.—Or to be used as such? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—You don’t remember any other persons with 
whom you have talked in regard to the matter of 
resignations, except these you have mentioned, 
whose names you have given? A.—I do not. 

Q.—Did you have any talk with anybody else 
who suggested the taking and keeping of these 
resignations? A.—No, sir. I hada talk with Mr. 
Yost, now the editor of the Sedalia Democrat, 
who was then on the Globe-Democrat. I had 
heard it said, and I believe I asked the question, 
It was a short time after this thing occurred I had 
heard it stated that Gov. Phelps demanded blank 
resignations, and I aon’t think he answered the 
question. It was in that connection that the con- 
troversy arose between us. 

Q.—Between Mr. Yost and you? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—What was the controversy between your- 
seifand Mr. Yost? A.—It was no controversy, It 
was simply a conversation. 

Q.—Did Mr. Yost pretend to act in any one’s in- 
terest or at any one’s suggestion? A.—No, sir, 
I think Mr. Yost condemned this whole thing of 
demanding blank resignations. 

Q.—That Mr. Tuttmay not misunderstand us 
just say—excluding the Governor—do you re- 
member the name of any other one of whom you 
think who suggested the idea; who originated the 
idea? A.—No, sir, 1 did not speak with any 
others than the appointees. 

Q.—Mr. Tutt, you stated that you asked Mr. 
Green and Mr. Boland to sign blank resignations. 
Did Mr. Green sign such blank resignation? A.— 
No, sir. 

Q.—Did Mr, Boland sign such a blank resigna- 
tion. He did not. A.—Both parties refused, 

Q.— What object had you in trying to coax these 
parties to sign such biank resignations? 

Phe gti tena object had I? I didn’t coax 
em. 


A.— 


Q.—Was it at the instance of the Governor of 
the State of Missouri that you saw these parties 
you have named in reference tothe biank resig- 
ations or at whose instance wasit? A~I de- 
cline to answer that question, sir. 

Q.—You Know something about this gambling 
ring or this lottery ring in the city of St. Louis, do 
you not? A.—No sir: L am giad to say Ido not. 

().— Were you ever approached by any one in re- 
gard to the gambling or lottery rings to use or in- 
fluence the Governor to have certain parties 
appointed Police Commissioners in the city of St. 
Louis? A.—I1 don’t understand that question, 
please repeat it. 

Q.—You were a friend of Gov. Crittenden’s at 
the time, were you not? A.—Yes sir. 

Q.—And these parties came to youto secure 
the position and refused to sign the blank resig- 
nation? A.—No sir, they did’nt come to me. They 
djd’t ask me to have them appointed. I did not 
ask that those gentlemen be appointed. I certain- 
ly never wv have asked for Mr. Boland’s ap- 
pointment. 


Charles Green. 


‘while you were Police Commissioner? 


Q.—Were there any terms or conditions exacted 
of you, or were to be exacted of you in order” to 
secure your appointment? A.—Yes, sir, I was 
asked to sign a blank resignation. 

Q.—Who asked you to ao that? A.—Mr, Thomas 
E, Tutt. 

Q.—And you refused? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Refused to have anything ¢o do with it? A.— 
Yes, sir. 

Q.—Did Mr. Tutt tell you what he wanted with 
a blank resignation? A.—He said something 
about it, I cannot recollect the exact words now; 
I think be asked me to sign it because it was not 
intended for him, it was intended to have an affect 
on some others. 

Q.—Repeat the conversation as near as you can 
in substance? .A.—Some weeks before that I 
think, Mr. Ben Lewis came to me and asked if I 
would accept the appointment as Police Commis- 
sioner tor the Citv of St. Louis. I told him no, 
He talked some time, saying I had better do it, 
my name haa been mentioned to the Governor by 
Mr. Gerard B. Allen and Mr. Tutt, and vy a num- 
ber of gentlemen who wanted to get some good 
men in, and that the Governor bad consented to 
appoint Capt. Silas Beat and myself if we would 
accept. I told himin this conversation that if 
Mr. Bent accepted the appointment that I would. 
eQ.—Would vou have accepted that position 
had not the condition of signing a blank resigna- 
tion been required of you? A.—Yes, sir, I would. 
When it came to that I just washed my hands of 
it and told Mr. Tutt that Crittenden dian’t Know 
me or he would not have made any such request. 

Q.—You thought that came from the Governor 
himself? A.—Mr. Tutt told me so. 


Morgan Boland. 

Morgan Boland, being duly sworn, testified: 

Q.—Mr. Boland, you were at one time Police 
Commissioner of the city of St. Louls, were you 
not? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.— What was the date of your appointment as 
near as you cap remember? A.—Well, I think it 
was about two years ago. 

Q.—I want to direct your attention to one sub- 

ject: First, who was in the Board with you? A.— 
Well, there was Finney, Moffett, Kinkead and 
myself. 
Q.—Did any one hold your blank resignation 
A.—I wiil 
answer the question, but I want toKknow whether 
l am on trial here or not? 

Q.—No; it don’t affect you In the least. A.—I 
say no emphatically. 1 will state iturther that 
since you asked me the question that one man 
tried to obtain it but couldn’t get it. 

Q.—Who was that? A.—Thomas Tuit of the 
Third National Bank. 

Q.—What conversation did you have with Mr, 
Tutt? A.—I made my application for the place 
based onthe fact that I had received 20,550 votes 
as the Democratic candidate for Sheriff of the 
city, and my name was sent in to my surprise, and 
as soon as they found that the Governor was go- 
ing to appoint me McDonough and Overstolz had 
aconversation. with me. They sent a buggy out 
to my house and brought meto the Four Courts. 
Jim MeDonough told me to go to Henr y Over- 
stolz forthwith, which I did, and he said, “Mor- 
gan, your name is going to be sent in, and Capt. 
McDonough and me are for you, and now to com- 
plete the matters go down and see Tom Tutt.” [ 
went down, McGrew, who is a sergeant atthe 
Mayor’s office, driving me downina buggy. I 
went into see Mr. Tutt. We had considerable 
conversation. He said: “Mr. Boland, there is 
one thing you have got to do: you have eontrib- 
uted considerable to the election fund; in fact, 
more than any one in St. Louis or outside of it, 
but he says there is one thing you will have to do; 
you will have to sign a blank resignation, because 
the Governor cannot afford to trust you.” I said 
you cannot get my resignation. If 
Tom Crittenden cannot afford to trust 
me I cannot afford to trust bim. 
Nobody ever held it; I would not give it to him; 
I would not give it to Christ if he came on earth. 

Q.—Do you think Mr. Tutt solicited it in the | 
hame of Gov, Crittenden? A.—Yes, sir; he did. 

q.—Are you sure that Mr. Tutt broached the 
Goyernor’s name in that couversation? A.—Yes, 
sir. Hesaid the Governor could not afford to 
trust me if I could not trust him. He said my 
hame wouid not be sentin unless I signed the 
resignation. 

Q.—We want to know whether anything passed 
in this conversation between you and Mr. Tutt 
that would go to show that he made you this re- 
quest at the direction of Gov. Crittenden? A,— 
He said that the Governor coulda not affora to 
trnst me if I could not afford to trust him. I 
think the Governor didn’t say anything of the 
Kind to him, because he sent my name in two days 
after this took place, 

Q.—You never did sign a blank resignatfon? 
A.—No, sir. I said that if Chrisf was on earth I 
wouldn’t give him any blank resignation, and, 
that, ir the Governor wouldn’t trust me I wouldn’t 
trust him, 

Q.—Do you know anything about any other 
blank resignations? a.—I do not; only wnat the 
scandel-monger and papers have published. I 
have heard many remarks from time to time. 
Juror; We don’t want remarks; we want facts. 


Alex. Kinkead. 

The following is the balance of Mr. Kinkead’s 
testimony, which he gave during his first exam- 
ination by the Grand Jury: 

Q.—Did you discuss these matters with any- 
body to-day? A.—Not with anybody except this 
morning Col. Campbell and I had a conversation 
on the general proposition of these matters. 

Q.—What did you say to Col. Campbell? A.— 
Well, his conversation and mine were about the 
same questions you asked me a while ago. 

Q.—Did you have any other conversation? A.— 
No, sir; I’ve been busy all day. Didn’t talk to 
anybody but him that I remember. 

Q.—Did you say to him that if you told all you 
Knew you'd send these men up the road? A.—I 
don’t know whether I used that expression with 
him or not. I am not positive. 

Q.—Well, the equivalent of it, or the substance 
of it? A.—Perhaps not the exact words. 

Q.—Did you leave the impression 
on his mind that if you told all. you 
knew about this business that you would send 
some Of these men up the road? A.—I won’t be 
positive that I didn’t make that statement, but I 
think I did; I made this statement and I think I 
made it again this morning, thatif I had enough 
evidence I would send them up the road, and I 
thought the city of St. Louis would be better off 
without them. E 

Q.—Whom did you refer to? A.—I would pre- 
fer not to answer that question. 

Q.—That is what we want to get at: we want 
some facts upon which you base your position? 
A.—I felt mortified when I found out that 
my resignation was in the hanas of a 
person whom I didn’t know had it. I thought it 
was in the hands of the Governor, but-I had Me- 
Chesney in my mind’seye. What facts J have 
stated in regard to general conversations had 
nothing to do with regard to the paying of this 
money. 

Q.— What facts had you in your mind in connee- 
tion with McChesney which made you feel you 
would like to send him to the Penitentiary? A.— 
I felt this way: I had been grossly mistreated by 
him. He tried to put Stiles in position. I believe 
it was the Intention to get the Police Department 
insucha position that gambling and ~ tottery 
would run in this town again. 

Q.—On what other facts in connection with your 
resignation did you base your conclusions upon? 
A.—That is all. My resignation was sent up to 
the Governor, and he was going to accept the first

Q.—What is Mr. McOhesney and Mr. Butler's 
} Copnection with the Board—I mean if there has 
been any money paid to any member of the Board 


4 to influence legislation in reference to this gamb- 


ling. A.—Not at all to my knowledge. TI have 
never heard of a cent being paid. 

Q.—Possibly they might have exciuded 
you for any such purposes? A.—I would not 
have heard it if it had been done, because I wasn’t 
inuny of their penitentiary conferences, if there 
were any. 

Q.—Do you know whether the resignation of 
any other of the commissioners hud ‘been in the 
hands of third parties? A.—I do not know pos- 
itively, I never have seen any of them. 

Q.—You don’t know whether Dr. Lutz’s resig- 
nation is in the hands of any party or not? A.— 
No, sir, not positively. I have heard so, but I 
have never seen it, 

Q.—Whose hands have you heard it was 
in? A.—Well, I have heard two or three 
men’s hames suggested. I heard the 
other day that McEntire had it. No, I 
believe McEntire is the only one that had it. Yes 
Ido. Some time ago I heard that McChesney 
had it. 

Q.—Is it your opinion that the Board, as a boatd 
or individual members of it. did want this gam- 
bling business to revive in this town? A.—That 
is a question. I-don’t know what their opinions 
were; they didn’t express them openly in the 
board, if it Was their understanding or their 
ideas. Iknow how they felt in regard tothe 
matter, but they never expressea themselves 
openly. The only thing that can be construed in 
that light is this order to Mr. Boyd, which wasa 
misinterpretation. When I called the matter up 
to them, that it would be taking tne power out of 
Chief Campbell’s hands, they said no; that was 
not the intention. 

Q.—Did you ever hear it in the Board that they 
intended to raise a fund by this gambling busi- 
ness? A.—Not tn the Board. 

Q.—Did youever hear anything to that effect 
out of the Board? A,—No, sir. 

Q.—You say that resignation of. yours was not 
sent to the Governor at the time you gave it? A.— 
No, sir, I suppose it was-not. I received a letter 
from McChesney stating that he still held that 
blank resignation. 

‘Q.—Did you go up and see the Governor about 
it? A.—I did. 

Q.—Did you tell him how he came to get it? 
A.—I first denounced the thing as a forgery and 
consulted my attorney in regard to it, thinking 
that we would bring it into court on account of 
forgery as tothe date of it. I teld the Governor 
that, and he said I would have towrite another or 
he would accept it. I then stated throne my at- 
torney the full transaction, and stated that I 
didn’t want to give it In that way; that if he de- 
sired it I would send miy resignation. This was 
not satisfactory. I gave him my resignation 
with the understanding that it would take place 
the istof October. The first arrangement was 
that he would let the thing stand over. I ex- 
plained Mr. MecChesney’s annoyance. He was 
satisfied with my record as a Commissioner, H6 
was not opposed to me on that account. I told 
him I would take care of McChesney. 

Q.—Did you understand that McChesney had 
such power or influence over the Governor that 
he—— A.—I don’t know what you mean. I had 
to send my resignation in; but I will say this: if 
l had to go over the thing again I would let him 
accept the forgery. 1 wrote the Governor to send 
forward the resignation from McChesney. It was 
him, for nobody else had it photographed. I sup- 
pose it was him. I sent to some of my friends to 
get that. down here. 

Q.—Dia you. Know. whether McChesney done 
that with any ofthe other members? A.—I don’t 
know str. Iknéw six months ago that I was 
going to get into trouble. 

- Q.—Didn’t Ed Butier or Joe McEntire have any- 
thing to say if the changing of names in the dis- 
tricts? A.—I did hear that-they did interfere on 
one or two occasions, when men were changed 
from one district to another. These are pot the 
only ones; if we would put on all the men that 
they Want us, we would put on more than the law 
allows, and I hear that they interfered with one 
ortwo changes, 


Q.—Did they ever speak to you directly about 
it? A.—They did not have much confidence in 


me while I was a recognized friend, I was not a 
chum of Butler and McEntire. 
Q.—What was the reason Mr. McChesney took 
such an mterest in police matters? What infer- 
est had he? A.—I cannot tell; I never heard him 
explain, directly or indirectly. 

Q.—This McChesney is not a gambler, is he? 
A.—No, I think not. I’ve beard him say that he 
never gambled in his life and didn’t know one 
card from another. 

Q.—What is his business? A.—He is a pre- 
sumed lobbyist. 

Q.—Did you tell Mr. Kerwin that McChesney 
held your resignation at one time? A,—IJ did. 

Q.—Did he tel) you then that that was nothing; 
we all did that? A.—He told me that was custom- 
ary. 

Q.—Did he say to you that some one held his 
resignation? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—He simply said it was customary? A.—Yes 
sir. 

Q.—In other words that somebody held the 
resignation of allthe commissioners, A.—That 
was about theextent of hisremarks. He said 
that was customary; thatl hadn’t done anything 
out of the’ routine business. I was a new man and 
I thought I was doing something outlandish. 


Q.—Mr. Kinkead, we understand, then, that 
you said that if you told all you knew in connec- 
tion with this resignation that 1t would send some 
men to the penitentiary? A.—Il have said a good 
many things and I may have made that remark 
aud I possibly did make _ that _re- 
mark to Gov. Crittenden in regard to that 
resignation, that if they didn’t let up on me I 
would try and send some of them up his way to 
live. I made this remark in a letter that I wrote 
I understood that there were some stateme nts or 
affidavits fi'ea against my person al character, and 
I demanded them of Governur Crittend en. He 
did not give them to me, and [ statedin my com- 
munication to him that I thought it was one of 
the dirtiest, meanest, unprincipied tricks. » That 
it was the effort ot alotof cowards to injure a 
man, 10 stab him in the back without giv- 
ing him a chance to maintain himself. I 
asked him to be kind = enough to 
allow meacertified copy of the documents filed 
against me, ana send me the bill and that I would 
pay it; that if they had made any such statements 
against me I would try and put them in the same 
shape that others were in, and would take pains 
to send them to Jefferson City. 

Q.—Who did you mean by that? A.—Mr. Boland 
and Biack. Mr. Boland, I remember, paid a fine, 
and Black paid a very severe fine, 

Q.—Are those the persons you referred to when 


yousald that? A.—Yes, sir. . 
Q.—Is Boland on the police force now? A.—Yes 
sir. 
Q.—Who urged Mr. B.’s lastappointment? A.— 
I don’t know exactly.. It was first brought up by 
the Mayor. There was a communication came

Q.—Did he state how this money was to be used?

Thatis what Mr. Guun 
told me. , 

Q.—When did you mention Dr. Lutz’ 
name in connection with it? A.—Well, I 
-hadn’t mentioned his name. His name was men- 
tioned to me in this conversation with him, Mr. 
Gunn came into my office, and he often drops in, 
He voluntarily tola me that himself. 

Then you never said to anybody that you 
Kkuéw Lutz had taken $100 for getting a mah on 
the force? A,—No, sir. I didn’t state thate I 
never have stated this conversation to any one 
but Col. Campbell. I didn’t state that I knew it, 
but what this party told me, 

Q.—You stated tohim what you stated here? 

A.—lI stated that to Col. Campbell this morning, 
and Col, Campbellis the only one I remember 
talking to about that matter. I don’t want to be 
brought into any notoriety about it. 
’ Q.—Did you mention Dr. Lutz’ name to Colonel 
Uampbell? A.—I stated that this party stated 
that he wanted $100 to pay Dr. Lutz. I told him 
I didn’t think he got it. He wanted to use it for 
some other purpose, for I don’t think Dr. Lutz 
would receive it. 

Q.—Have you any letters from McChesney? 
A.—No, sir—yes, Ihave one letter written to me 
by McChesney demanding my resignation. 

Q.—Was that written lately? A.—No; my recol- 
lection is that it was written on the 4th of April. 

Q.—What reply did you make? A.—None at all. 
He said that the time was arriving when I shonid 
retire from the Police Board, and that I had be- 
trayea his confidence in reference to the Stiles 
matter. I told’ him that I would sup- | 
port whoever the Board put up. I didn’t 
support Stiles, and then he wrote me this letter 
saying that he thought the time had arrived to go 
out of the Police Board and that he would give 
me until the gth of March. [did not auswer the 
letter, and he was very indignant because I did 
not answer it. Hesenta party to me to get it, 
and I told him to go to the devil. 

Q.—Have you anv statements you would like to 
make to the Grand Jury in connection with that 
Police Board? A.—No, sir; 1 don’t believe there 
is. There is one matter I would like tostate. I 
den’t know what the iaw is. About two years ago 
I was instrumental in passing an ordinance 
through the City Council to license and place 
under bond those private detectives in the 
elily of St. Louis. The ordinance weut 
through. Without license they pay no revenue to 
the city, and are used principally in blackmail- 
ing schemes. The ordinance passed the City 
Council a)most identical with the State law, that 
the city of St. Louls should license all private 
watchmen and private detectives, and that a 
private watchman or private detective who should 
carry on business without license should be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, making no penalty at- 
tached, and consequently norevenue to the city of 
St. Louis. 1t is a farce. On the starting out of this 
thing I may make this general statement: When 
they commenced to down me this man McChes- 
ney got Stiles to say toa party that I had said he 
was a damn scoundrel. 1 didn’t say it, but I 
thought it very loudly, and that man, with some 
others, tried to blacken my character. They 
went to find out whether 1 had been 
seen running around with a&@ woman, 
Their game is a woman. If a man 
has anything to do with a woman and especial- 
ly a loose woman that is the best they want. They 
went to a friend of miné and said that man helped 
to down you, Sergeant Watkins; he and I were 


particular friends when”l weat into the depar>| ! 


ment. They said to him, “Kinkead is the cause 
of your downfall and your leaving the Chief of 
Detectives. Tell some place where you and he 
were out together loafing? don’t you Know sume 
woman? I can’t get the party’s name from him to 
get atthe botiom ofthe facts,and I kuow Mr.Stiles 
went to one party and asked him to get a copy of 
my signature, that I denieda signature to Gov. 
Crittenden. bat is I didn’t deny the signature, I 
denounced ita forgery. They went to the party 
and asked him if he didn’t bave a copy of my 
hand writing, and he told them that he did think 
he had; after talking with him a while he thougnt 
they were trying to give him a little stiff and he 
said no; I guess you can get Kinkead’s 
signature almost anywhere; he is_ signing 
requisitions for the Board. He said we will 
have to get his signature some way. We'll have 
to get even with him. We'll have to down him. 
The party took a book out of his desk to seeif he 
had my signature to any papers, and there were 
two papers that I had from Mr. Faulkner, They 
were his reports to the Board. He kept a copy 
himself and sent a copy to the Board. He 
went up stairs to tend to some business, and when 
he came back he put the book in his desk, and the 
next day the two leaves were gone. Ina conver- 
sation with Mr. Evans he told me he believed it 
was McChesney who had been to him to get my 
signature. Itold himtotell the party to come 
down to my office and I wiil write him a dozen sig- 
natures, and I will stamp them so deep on him 
that I will send him to the grave. 

Q.—Has there been any attempt on the part of 
the Board to get rid of Chief Campbell out of his 
position? A.—Notin the Board, | 

Q.—Out of the Board? A.—I understand they 
were not satisfied with him. 


Q.—Who were not satisfied with him? A.—Some 
of the members of the Board. Lutz and Caruth 
were not satisfied with him. Mr. Caruth told me 
he was afriend of Campbell’s and had no ob- 
jection to his staying, but that these parties out- 
side objected, 

Q.—Who are Ed. Butler and Joe McEntire? 

Q.—What is the objection of these men to Chief 
Campbell? A.—That is a conundrum. 

Q.—What do you think 1s the reason? A.—Col. 
Campbellis an honest man and a man looked 
upon asa straightforward man who will look 
after the interest of the Board. He took that po- 
sition against his wish. 


Q.—Is that a reason why they should object to 
him?—Messrs. Oaruth and Lutz—because he is an 
honest gentleman? A.—Well, that is what I hear 
outside. 

Q.—Is it nota fact that the members of the 
Board ail have their resignations in the hands of 
these men—McEntire, Butler and McChesney— 
and that they do as they suggest? A.—That, sir, 
I don’t know. 

Q.—Don’t you think that is so? A.—Well, 
sir, I have my doubts about it. There 
was a time when Police Commissioners were 
seeking the position but there have been so many 
in this year that the place has gone begging. But 
I don’t think those parties ever signed a resigna- 
tion. 


Q.—Why should McEntire and Butler and Me- 
Chésney have such power over Ihe Board, then? 
A.—Well, I cannot answer that. They have no 
power ,over me, consequently I was left, The 
side-show sacrificed me; they saw I could not be 
used. I have always been friendly to Mr. Mc&n- 
tire and Mr. Butler, 

Q.—Mr. Kikeard would you have resigned jf your 
resignation. had not been dn the hands 
of McChesney? A.—No sir, I would have 
completed my term of office. I had this phaol 
system under my charge and I was going to com- 
plete it before I went out.

THE testimony of Mr, WHITE, the Attor- 
ney of Mr, ALEXANDER KINKEAD, shows 
that Mn. WARREN F. McCHESNEY, the in- 
dicted agent of the gamblers’ ring, helda 
blank resignation of KINKEAD’s to be used 
whenever KINKEAD offended the gamblers. 
KINKEAD Offended the gamblers by refusing 
to support the ring recommendations for the

THE EVIDENCE. 

Another large instaliment of the testimony 
produced before the last adjourned Grand 
Jury is presented to the readers of the PostT- 
DIsPATCH to-day, and, like all that has pre- 
ceded, it augments the fearful load resting 
upon the head of Governor CRITTENDEN. 

There is no longer any doubt that he went 
into this ring work with his eyes wide open; 
that be Knew precisely what he was doing—

True, this testimony is all ex parte, and he 
may yet show some‘mitigating circumstances 
and so actin the premisesas to vindicate 
his intentions, at least. But on the case as 
now presented at the bar of public opinion, 
there can be but one judgment, 
It arraigns THomMAsS T. CRITTENDEN 
not as a mere object of suspicion, 
excusable, perhaps, on the ground of 
intellectual unfitness for his high position, 
but as a Governor who ought to be im- 
peached for willfully betraying his trust in 
the prosecution of his own ambitious aims, 
He is no longer accused of merely protecting 
JAY GOULD in the violations of the Consti- 
tution and laws of the State, or of merely 
asking members of the Legislature to vote 
for this or that measure on the ground that 
it wasa bill to raise money to further his 
political interests. The evidence now con- 


nects him in full fellowship with a ring of 


his appointees and agvisers whose object 
was to raise large sums, professedly for 
political purposes, by levying legalized black- 
mail upon legitimate business, and other 
sums from professional felons through an 
official conspiracy to protect them from the 
enforcement of the laws. 

This is the prima facie case made. out 
against him by the evidence so far jaid before 
the Grand Jury. He has volunteeied to appear 
before that body, but heis on trial before 
the whole people, who await his answer 
with painful anxiety. They now feel 
that in electing him they really put the 
executive authority in commission under the 
regency of aring of railroad attorneys, coal 
oil inspectors, professional gamblers, dis- 
reputable blackmailers and unofficial ped- 
dlers of “influence.” Owing to the pecul- 
larity of our statutes in relation to con- 
spiracies, he may defy public opinion, and 
defy the courts, because there can be no 
meeting of the Legislature during the re- 
mainder of his term, except upon his call. 
But if he cares for the good opinion of the 
public he will vindicate his intentions by 
breaking away utterly and forever from the 
men under whose guidance he has been led 
into this complication.

A BATTLE WITH WHALES.

Attorney was Offered for Sale. 


Gideon Bantz Might Have Had It 
for $1,000. 


The Governor will Appear Before 
the Grand Jury. 


Circuit Attorney Harris’ Letter to Crittenden— 
The Writ of Certiorari in the Court of Ap- 
peals—The Proceedings—Latest Develop- 


mentse 


To-day’s developments in the police embroglio 
add a new interest to the matter. The writ of 
certiorari prayed for by Col. Campbell's attorneys, 
Messrs. Hitchcock, Chandler, Joy and Lodge, in 
the Court of Appeals, was argued to-day, A full 
account of the proceedings will be found below. 
The speeches of the counsel were of much 
interest and the whole case deserves close 
study as affording one solution to the difficulty, 
The meeting of the Board of Police Commission- 
ers occurs this afternoon, and its outcome is most 
eagerly looked for by everybody. A forecast-of 
the proceedings is impossible, as 10ng as Mr, 
Cleveland’s friends will persist in the most con- 
tradictory assertions as to his intentions. The 
interest in the situation was greatly in- 
creased by the rumor that a “certain 


arty” had told Mr. Gideon Bantz, the well- 

nown attorney, that for a thousand dollars he 
could have the position of Prosecuting Attorney 
of the Court of Criminal Correction. What Mr. 
Bantz has to say upon the subject will be found 
below. 

Mr. Maxon’s testimony before the Grand Jury 
wasa veritable bombshell. Everywhere about 
town could be heard excited discussions as to the 
Governor’s connection with the gambling ring, 
supported by quotations from the evidence printed 
by the PostT-DIsPATCH. Public attention is more 
than ever concentrated upon the Four Courts, and 
further develo pments are anxiously expected. 


The Bantz Case. 
In his letter to the Governor requesting his ap- 
pearance before the Grand Jury, Circuit Attorney 
Tarris asks that Crittenden bring with him all the 
papers in regard to the application of Gideon D 
Bantz for the office of Prosecuting Attorneyof the 
Court of Criminal Correction, and the papers in 


connections with James R. Claiborne’s appoint- 
ment tothe same office. In connection with the 
mention of Mr. Gideon; D. Bantz’s name, those 
who are best posted tellthe following story. A 
well-known Democratic politician called on Mr. 
Bautz and asked him whether be would like to be 
prosecuting attorney of the Court of Criminal 
Correction. 
Mr. Bautz. whoisa well-khown lawyer, said he 
would. “Then,” said the gentleman, “you can 
get the place If you raise $1,000. There are cer- 
tain influences which I can control, but itjrequires 
the amountof money mentioned to secure 
them. Wall you do it?” 
Mr. Bantz was inclined to accept the proposition, 
and he so stated, according to the story told on 
the street. The gcentleman who had so delicately 
hinted the matter then vook bis departure. The 
story goes further, to the effectthat Mr. Bautz 
eonsuited his friends as to whetuer it 
was a wise thing to look for the office, 
and it ii were, Wio0 was the best man w look to 
inthe matter. He was told that Mr. Joseph 
McEntire. the Coal Oil Inspector, had a great 
deal of influence with the Governor, and that his 
kind words had better be secured immediately. 
The rumors further go to the effect that Mr. 
Bautz calied upon Mr. McEntire, and asked 
him whether he was pledged to anybouvy, as far 
as his support went, in regard to the office men- 
tioned. Mr. McEntire saidhe was not. The in- 
terview, however, it is stated, terminated without 
the coal ol! inspector making any promises. 
Soon alter, the gentieman who had first broached 
the subject of the §1,000 called again on Mr. 
Bantz. and said that he required the money to se- 
cure the influence. When he was asked whether 
Mr. McEntire was acquainted with Mr. Bantz, his 
standing at the bar and his fitness for the position, 
the go betweeen replied that McEntire knew 
all these things, but that he (Me- 
Entire) never worked for nothing, 
and that Mr. McEntire was a gentleman whose 
influence was tobe vaiued in this connection, 
While matters were pending in this shape, Mr. 
Claiborne was appointed, and the matter, of 
eourse, came to ab end. As stated above, 
this is the way the story is told by 
those who are apparently well posted. 
MR. BANTZ 
was calied uponin reference to the matter. He 
suid: **] have no desire to discuss these matters 
or to make statements, in the newspapers. 
Whether any money proposition was made to 
me or not, in connection with the office 
fou mention, I prefer not to _ state. 
flam summoned before the Grand Jury I, of 
course, will tell what Il Know. You can say, how- 
ever, in reference to Mr. Joseph McEntire, that 
he never nade a money proposition to me; that 
he never hinted at any such thing. I 
did ask him whether he was pledged to 
anybody eise, and he said he was not. 
No conversation in which money was mentioned 
ever passed between us, hor Was any such thing 
ever hinted at. I wish you to say this in justice 
to Mr. McEntire Furtherthan this I refuse to 
speak.

And a Possible Coal Famine 
Threatened by the Strike, 


- —

Commerce—A Serious D-fficulty Arising 
in East St. Louis—To-Day’s Developments 
in the Strike, 


The present strike of the switchmen employed 
on the different railroads running into St. Louis 
is one of the most mysterious of the many labor 
troubles which have occurred in this city. Some 
days ago Mr. Wm. Shea, the yardmaster of 
the Bridge and Tunnel Company in East St. 
Louis, Was relieved of his duties. His 
place was filled by Mr. Edward Duniop, 


an appointment which was received wiih much 
dissatisfaction by the men. They had expected 
that one of their own number,.would be advanced 
to the vacant place. As soonas Mr. Dunlap as- 
sumed his new duties, the men made up their 
minds that they would strike for increasegd pay 
and shorter time. This was a& #£Mmatter 
which bas been agitated by the 
men for some time, and the change in yard- 
masters merely precipitatea a trouble which had 
been coming en for some time. The men have 
been working tor some time past at $65 a month 
for foremen and §2a day for switchmen. These 
Wages were settled sometime ago, and the rail- 
road Managers were under the impression 
that the men were perfectly sat- 
isfied. Events have roved that this 
was not the fact. The switechmen have been dis- 
cussing the matter for more than a month back, 
and it was decided to make this strike shortlv 
before Christmas week. A number of helpers in 
the Bridge and Tunnel Company struck when 
Duniap was appointed, and these men at once 
went to work to spread the trouble in the other 
yards. They were so successful that on 
Saturday a notice, anonymvuus, was addressed 
to the managers of each road, demanding $75 per 
month for foremen and $65 a month for helpers 
& month to consist of twenty-six working days of 
ten hours each. Sundays to be paid tor at the 
rate of $2 83% a daytor foremen and $2 50 for 
helpers; overtime to be paid for at 30 cents an 
hour. An auswer to this request was demanded 
upon Monday noon. The 
RAILROAD MANAGERS 
of the, roads centering in East St. Louis 
met to prepare for concerted action in 
the premises, and considering that the de- 
mands of the men were not signed by any respon- 
sible persons no attention would be paid to the 
circular. Atnoon yesterday tue men struck and 
the different roads at once begau making prepara- 
tions to meet the strike. Men were brought in 
from the country, and afew of the men refused 
to go out with the strikers. Thus the move- 
menut of trains to-day, although greatly im- 
peded, has not been’ entirely suspended, 
as or yet, even every seriously impeded. 
There is great danger to-morrow of a treight 
blockade, because the Bridge Compary is notable 
to take cure of the business offered, and freight 
is accumulating at a very dangerous rate in East 
St. Louis. None of the reads have stopped 
eceiving treight, but some of them are very 
seriousiy consiiering that step. There is 
no road runbing into East St. Louis 
that is not doing a business very nearly equal to 
the fuli facilities of its equipment, and anything 
that disturbs the nice arrangements of business 
will throw the whole freight sa, oe of the 
road Inio the utmost contusion. Indeed, one gen- 
eral treight agent remarked to a Post- DISPATCH 
reporter this morning that while one, or even two 
days, of a strike in tue yurds at East 
St. Louis might be tided over’ without 
much difficuity, a strike prolonged much beyond 
ihat limit wouid paralyze the business of tne 
whoie road, 
A FREIGHT BLOCKADE. 
Mr. Flint, the manager v1 tic Fieight Bureau, 
who has studied the situation very carefully, eu- 
tertains the gravest fears of a freight biockade: 
“] do not see,” he said, “how it is to be avoided 
if the strike continues for any _ time. 
You see a very smail disturbance in detaiis 
is enough to throw the freigut machinery of a rail- 
road into serious difficuities. And once a great 
deal of freight accumulates it takes hard work 
and brain to restore order.” 
Mr. Tausey of the Transfer Company does not 
anticipate any serious trouble as yet. The Trans- 
fer Company ts bringing across aDout 250 carloads 
a day. and could beat that figure on a squeeze. 
The railroad men generally agree that the chief 
point of danger is in the bridge. It cannot move 
the cars over the river as fast as —y! are Offered. 
Its resources are certainly crippled by the strike, 
and, as a consequénce, East St. Louls will fill up 
with freight, just as has happened many times 
before in the history of thattown. With every- 
thing at its best aud smoothest the resources of 
the bridge are taxed to their uttermost 
to do the business offered, and a very iittle dis- 
turbance will be felt for a long time. 
A PostT-VISPATCH reporter crossed over to 
East St. Louis this morning, where very few of 
the strikers were to be found. Most of them 
were on the St. Louis side, attending the meeting, 
Some of the general officers of the Chicago and 
Alton Railroad arrived iu East St. Louis this 
morning, brought over by the gravity of the situ- 
ation. They have had no tormal conference with 
the strikers as yet, aud, while they say that they 
will abide by the action of the other roads, they 
are very anxious to have the strike terminated. 
Mr. William Murdoch, one of the ex-C. & A. 
switchimen, told the reporter thal the Chicago and 
Alton was in a very bad condition to resista 
strike just now, as business Was unusually brisk 
withit. “This is no new demand that we are 
inaking,” he said. “We have asked. those wages 
before, and it is only right that we should 
getthem. Sull if it haa not been for that trouble 
in the Bridge Company’s yards about Shea and 
Duulap, 1 dop’t think the strike would have come 
off for some time yet, A great many of the men 
are notin the best possible fix to stand a long 
freeze out.” 
‘“] hear the railroad companies are bringing 
men in from the country to take your places?” 
“Yes, but as soon as they come in they join us 
and quit work. You willsee in a little while that 
it will be impossible to have the work done. 
Every switch within twenty miles of St. Louis will 
be choked up with loaded freighi cars inside of 
ten days.” 
A POSSIBLE COAL FAMINE. 
Mr. E. J. Crandall of the Abbey Coal Mining 
Company told a reporter that the coal cars were 
standing still ali along the Vandalia track. 
The other lines are in much the 
same condition. Mr. Crandall ointed 
out that each mine > loads . directly into 
the cars from the pit, and unless the empty car is 
there to receive the load nothing can be done. 
Under the system which obtains in the neighbor- 
ing mines, nothing can be done, except when the 
facilities for taking away the coal are 
present. The Coal Exchange ana the coal 
pool between the railroads working together, 
labor to bring to St. Louig day by day from the 
mines only as much coal is day by day needed. 
Several times before, a break-down inthe trans- 
portation has entirely cut off our supply of coal, 
and with the mines full within easy reach the 
price of fuel in the city has run up 100 per cent i 
a few days.” 
Said Mr. C. L. Chambers: “Yes, there will be 
the devil to pay if the coal supply is cut off, just 
as there Was year before last, when the freight 
blockade interfered with the movement of fuel. 
The amount let in to town euch dayis calculated 
with the greatest nicety by the ratlroads, only 
they never ailow for a possible iuterlerence in the 
transportation, I sbould say that four days of a 
strike among the swuchmen in East St. Louis 
would materially advance the price of coal.” 


The Situation in East St. Louis. 
The striking switchmen congregated about the 
Relay Depot early this morning ahd remained 
there all day, discussing the situation and 
prophesying a grand Victory for their Cause be- 
fore noon to-morrow. The yards of the different 
railroads centering in East St. Louis are filled to 
their utmost capacity with freight cars, 


and a freight blockade of huge proportions must 
necessarily follow a continuation of the strike 
another twenty-four hours. The usual bustle and 
excitement, noticeable in the freight yards where 
the numerous engines of each yard are engaged 
in switching is not visible to-day, its place being, 
supplied with apparently  endiess lines / 
of motionless freight cars. Traffic over 
all the tracks is entirely suspended, with 
the exception of passenger trains, Which still con- 
tinue to arrive and depart on schedule time. The 
yardmasters of the aifferent roads attempted to 
work engines this morning and forward perish- 
able freight to its destination, but their efforts 
were futile, and they soon abandoned 
the engines. The Vandalia morning trains 
brought about sixty switchmen from 
points af~ng their line to fill the places of the 
strikers, but the mep without exception joined 
the ranks of the strikers assoon as they arrived 
in East St. —_ oo agri ee A —_ = in 
rogress. er 8 aiso Dro auge forces 
of men to East St. Louis with no better success 
than the Vandalla.

Those of our readers who are familiar with the 
topography of Galveston County are aware that 
it lies immediately on the Gulf of Mexico and has 
an area of 673 square miles, anda population ex- 
ceeding 35,000, The*assessed value of its taxable 
property in 1882 was $18,661,249. The county has 
a bonded debt of $417,000, ana levies a tax of sixty 
cents on the $100. Inthe county outside of the 
city thereisa scholastic population of 531, for 
whom public free schools, of aprimary grade, are 
provided. Thecounty haSan area of about 320 
square miles on the mainland, and also embraces 
within its limits the Island of Galveston and Bolli- 
var Peninsula, each about 27 miles long, the form- 
er with an average breadth of 24% miles anu the 
latter of 3 miles, Galveston Bay, East Bay and. 
West Bay, Its land surface isan alluvial plain, 
rising by easy gradients from the several water 
lines, and traversed by long and gentle swells and 
depressions, like those of its water surface when 


subsiding after a heavy blow. Galveston Island, 
Iving northeast and southwest, parallel with 
the mainland, is separated trom it for 
about 18 miles of its length by 
Bay, 2 miles in width. which hardly ex- 
ceeds a depth of 6 feet anywhere. Between the 
east of the Islandand Bolivar Peninsula, is « nar- 
row pgssage, about 2 miles in width at mean low 
tide, which constitutes the inlet from the Gulf to 
the tidal basin formed by the three bays named 
and Trimity Bay. The areaof thefour bays is 
451 square miles, but the harbor proper is confined 
to Galveston and Bolivar Channels, which togeth- 
er constitute an area, according to surveys made 
by the United States Engineering Department, of 
3% square milés.with a minimum depth of 15 feet, 
and a maximum depth of 57 feet. Allowing 500 
feet square of sea-room for each vessel, the har- 
bor proper would furnish secure anchorage for 
380 deep draft vessels. The present available 
wharf frontage on Galveston channel, which runs 
northeast and southwest along the island,is about 
6,400 feet in length, and according to estimates 
made by Capt. H.C. Ripley. assistant U. 8S. En- 
gineer, this frontage could be increased to 15,000 
feet at a very moderate expense. 

Itis the opinion of Major 8S. M. Mansfield, 
U.S. Engineer in charge of harbor and river im- 

rovements on the coast of Texas, that the prob- 

em of deep water over {hese bars has been solvea 
by the jeity system, and that 20 feet of water from 
Gult and harbor may be considered as assured, 
while a depth of 25 feet is not beyond the bounds 
of reasonable expectation. It is to beghoped that 
the next Congress will see the wisdom and propri- 
ety of making liberal appropriation for this im- 
portant work, in which all the trans-Mississippi 
country is deeply Interested. 

The mean annual rainfall is 51.83 inches. and 
the seasons are generally very favorable. Frost 
and ice are seen only fora few days, and that at 
long intervals in mid-winter. The country is con- 
sidered to be as healthy as any locality in the 
United States. 

On the east end of the island, with an available 
wharf froniage of three miles on the harbor prop- 
er, is situated the city of

chief port on the Gulf of 
important commercial center in the 
State, rival of New Ovieans, and most  pro- 

ressive city in the. great Southwest. 

he site was originally a treeless plain, but is 
now crowned with perpetual verdure. Many of 
its broud streets are ornamented with a luxuriant 
growih of the evergreen, and bright-bloomed 
oleander, which there attain the proportions of a 
tree, and numbers of the private residences are 
embowered in groves of the orange, the lemon, 
the fig, the oleander, and frequently tne stately 
live oak and other indigenous trees. The gardens 
everywhere are especiaily conspicuous for the 
variety and splendor of- their. plants, some of 
which in that equable insular climate, bloom in 
the open air the year around. From its eastern 
to its western iimits, a distance of four miles, the 
city extends across the island from bay to gulf, 
and presents to the view many costly and tasteful 
residences, sudstantial and imposing blocks of 
business houses, magnificent churches and other 
pubiic buildings. On the Gulf side, the wide 
smooth beach forms a firm and beautiful drive 
for the entire length of the island. ana 
the surf bathing is ‘not surpassed, if equalled by 
that of any point on the Guil or the Atlantic or 
Pacific coast. Thousands of sirangers are an- 
nually atiracied by the, surf bathing, which is 
both heathful and pleasant, and now that the 
Beach Hotei isycompletea, it will become the for- 
midabie rival Df older established and better 
known seaside resorts. As yet, but few fine resi- 
dences are seen along the Gulf, or fronting upon 
the beach. That the property facing the Gulf will 
yet be the most desirable residence portion of the 
city is self-evident, and it 1s safe to say that a few 

rears hence will see stately mansions and roman- 
ic cottages adorning the beach for tniles in either 

direction. The gulf deepens from the water-line 
at ibe rate of about one fathom to the mile for the 
first five miles, thence deepening more gradualiv, 
the ten fathom contour is not reached under 
twenty miles, ana the twelve and a half fathom 
contour under forty miles from the coast. Owing 
to this eonformaifon of the Gulf bottom, the 
Waves when driven in by high winds are broken,or 
rather worn down, by the friction of the long in- 
clined plain, andin a great measure spend their 
force before reaching the shore. 

The inerease of the city in population during 
the past three aecades, the first embracing four 
years of war and blockade of the port, will serve 
to suow in equal measure its commercial growth, 
and its attractions as aplace of residence.

It 
is to be hoped that the different railway interests 
concentrated there will make common cause in 
solving the problem of deep water at an early 
day, as upon that depends the future greatness of 
Galveston and, in a great degree, the material 
prosperity, progress and advancement of all the 
vast country lying west of the Mississippi River 
and south of the Territory of Dakota, for which 
Galveston is the natural, best and most available 
European outlet. 

The Educational interests of the city are repre- 
sented by an admirable system of graded public 
free schools, making ample  previsions for a 
scholastic population of 3,698 pupils. These 
schools, which are kept open for nine months in 
the year, are under control of the city authorities 
and are supported by a special city tax of 20 cents 
on the $100, in addition to the apportionment of 
the State school fund. There are also several 
private schools of high grade, under the manage- 
ment of competent teachers. Tne city -wiil soon 
be ornamented by the erection of a beautiful 
school building out of the fund ($50,000) donated 
by Mr. Ball, of Ball, Hutchings & Co. 

The medical branch of the State University 
with a liberal appropriation of public lands, has 
been located at Galveston and will be put.in oper- 
ation atan early day. The citv has a bonded 
—_ of $1,212,100, and levies a tax of $150 on the 


In its Social, Moral and Religious aspects, the 
city presents the happy condition of an old and 
advauced civilization transplanted in a new and 
fruittul soil. The result is seen in public senti- 
ment, elevated and moralin tone, and character- 
ized by an uncommon freedom from religious and 
political intolerance, and from sectional and na- 
tivnal prejudices. 

The climate is ina very high degree mild and 
equable, and the local surroundings are ewinently 
conducive to good health. The yellow fever has 
not gained a fvothold in the city for the past 15 
years, and there is a unanimous concurrence of 
the highest medical authority in the opinion that 
the disease is due solely to importations from 
more southerly latitudes, and that under the en- 
ergetic administration of wise sanitary and quar- 
antine regulations, the city may be considered as 
reasonably free from future incursions of the 
dread disease, 

But aside from the above, the material, finan- 
cial and commercial features, Galveston pos- 
sesses attractions and advantages no less impor- 
tant to a certain class, 4. e. the tourist, the seeker 
after pleasure, comfort and health, as weil as the 
capitalist seeking safe investments. The magnifi- 
cent beach for driving. andthe splendid surf batn- 
ing there afforded, have already brought thou- 
sands of visitors whose unanimous verdict is that 
it is ahead of anything of the kind on the Amer- 
Can continent. As asummer resortitis needless 
to expatiate at any great length, as all who have 
visited the beach during the past summer (an ex- 
ceedingly hot one) agree that any improvement 
would ve an impossibility as far as the climate is 
concerned. There is also a splendia opera house, 
the Tremont, Rielly & Greenwzll lessees and man- 
agers, which will afford pleasant aiversion to the 
drama and music loving portion of sojourners 
and others. The Tremont is a first class theater- 
having just been renovated, repainted, and fur- 
nished with new scenery and drop curtains. This 
in connection with the glittering array of Thes- 
pian talent secured by the management for the 
season, insures all visitors an enjoyable method of 
ages their evenings. There is also Harmony 
fall, an elegant siructure just completed at a cost 
of over $100,000. First class dramatic troupes 
have been secured for this theater also during the 
season. Among the places worthy of a visit out- 
side of these may be mentioned the Garten Verein, 
the cemeteries, the jetties, Lafitte Grove and the 
Cotton Exchange.

In November, 1768, Fréderick, Lord Balti- 
more, was tried fur Lie abduction and rape 
of Miss Sarah Woodeoek. 
Admiral Bradley, connected with some of 
the best Engiish families, was sentenced tu 
death for forgery. Ordered to be exvcited 
on August 6, 1814, lis aristocratic relations 
had his sentence commuted to transpurta- 
tion four life. 
For the murder of a negro, the 
Arthur W. 
1811. 
Lord Pungarvan, son of the Earl of Cork, 
was tried atthe Old Bailey, -London, Janu- 
ary 17, 1791, tor robbing an unfortunate 
woman of three guineas aud a hali, 
Col. Francis Charteris—who had large ¢s- 
tate#in Scotland, was the husband of Sir 
Alexander Swinton’s daughter, and whose 
own daughter was ihe Countess of Wemyss 
—was committed to Newgate in fetters for 
rape. 
In 1731 Sir Simon Clarke, Baronet, was 
tried at Winchester for highway robbery 
and sentenced to death. The **‘Newgate Cal- 
endar’ naively states he was reprieved be- 
cause of the “antiauity, worth and services 
of his ancestors.”’ 
The brother-in‘law of the Duke of Shrews- 
bury, the Marquis de Palleoiti, murdered his 
servant for refusing to borrow money for 
him, and although his sister was a duchess, 
he was executed at T'yburnu, March 17, 1817. 
Lord Louth spent three mouths in New- 
gate in 1811, andthe Marquis of Sligo four 
months the year following. 
. Another noble jail-bird was the Earl of 
Dorset, who was twice married, first to the 
widow of the Karl of Falmouth,and secondly 
to the Karl of Northampton’s daughter. He 
was convicted of highway robbery and mur- 
der, but which was legaliy called mansiaugh- 
ter, and he served a term in.Newgate. 
The Duke of Queensberry, Who was “the 
greatest libertine and disgusting profligate in 
the peerage; Lord Townsend, who, penni- 
less, was imprisoned for a £5,000 gambling 
debt he could not pay; the saiacious aud 
filthy Lord Rochester, whose proudest boast 
it was that he had been continuously drunk 
for tive years, and Lord Sandwich, who was 
expeiled from the Beefsteak Club for ob- 
scenity in 1763—are all types of aristocracy’s, 
not nature’s, noblemen.
